The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
including Germer et al. (US 5017860) does not teach or suggest that a method for 
calibrating an electronic meter comprising the step of determining digital filter 
coefficients to compensate for a phase shift error during normal metering operation as 
further defined in claim 1 .
